End Of 60 Day Grind

TALLAHASSER’— Probably ne 
Legislature in Florida's history has 
worked harder and passed less 
constructive» legislation in a six 
weeks’ period than the 1949 Solong. 

As the sixth. week drew tò, s 
close Friday at noon no major billa 
have gone to the Governor for sig- 

` nature. The- Senate spent nearly 
three days battling over the citrus 
program this week And thé Gov- 
ernor’s recommended measures 

merged triumphant, but they still 
must run the gauntlet of the House 
Citrus Committee and will be sub- 
jected to a terrific attack on the 
floor of the House. 

Despite frenzied efforts ‘of floor 
leaders in both House to speed up 
legislation the calendar “hogged 
down” and moved forward at a 
snail's pace. Many legislators are 
disgruntled and dissatisfied at the 
first six weeks’ results. Weary, 
nerve-wracked member of the 
House clashed on many. occasions 
during the past week..There is a 
woeful Jack of organized leader- 
ship and sound ‘advanced planning. 

Local bills, particularly salary 
increase bills, retirement, race 
track, municipal excise tax meas- 
ure sand similar proposals con- 
sume much time. 

Flood Control and Water Con- 
servation bills on both the Senate 
and House calendars move forward 
at a very slow pace. Despite the 
fact that Florida is offered by 
the Federal Government the great- 
est single state water conservation 
project in the history of our Na- 
tion, little discussion is heard 
round hotel lobbies or in the Cap- 
itol rotunda, In the meantime, self-

The legislators don't 
want to be re-called to Tallahas- 
See and are striving desperately 
to find a solution. A number of 
sales tax plans and measures, re- 
tail, wholésale and transaction in 
charter, are making their appear- 
ance. John Bollinger of Palm 
Beach County and other economy 
minded legislators fundamentally 
opposed to a sales tax, contend ec- 
onomies in government and a close 
scrutiny of the State's financial 
structure may reveal that we do 
not need additional taxes.

THE EVERGLADES NEWS Flood Control Bill 


Offered In Tally 


TALLAHASSEE — A bill creat- 
ing the Central and South Floride 
Flood Control District and allow- 
ing a one-mill maintenance tax on 
all taxable property in the district 
was unanimously passed by a 
House committee Monday. 

The bill also calls for a tax ot 
three-tenths of one mill this vea: 
to finance organization of the dis- 
trict. The one-mill district levy 
would be only for maintenance and 
not construction. 

No opposition was received after 
the drainage and water control 
committee put on the one-mill levy 
and approved several other minor 
amendments, 

More than 50°supporters of th2 
proposal were pregent at the com- 
mittee meeting, but none spoke. 

Originally it wag planned to levy 
one maintenance tax on the basis 
of benefits derived from hte pro- 
ject. 

Several other bills relating to 
flood control also were approved 
by-the house. 

One provides. for -the eventual 
abolishment of the Everglades 
drainage District and its absorp- 


tion by the new district when it is 


established. 

Another would authorize ‘the 
dedication of certain public lands 
in the district for the conservation 
Program. However, this was 
amended to eliminate the author- 
ity to exchnage land owned. by 
the Everglades Drainage District 
for private lands within the new 
district. 

Sen. James Franklin of Fort 
Myers said the amendment. was 
needed to protect holders of dis- 
trict bonds. 

The committee also approved a 
measure to permit the district to 
take title to lands in condemnation 
suits immediately and permit the 
courts to set a fair price at a later 
date. The federal government now 
‘operates under such a procedure 
in condemnation suits.

In his runoff with Dan McCarty 
in the 1948 governorship race, 
Warren charged that the Caldwell 
administration was actively back- 
ing McCarty and that employes in 
the beverage and road departments 
were instructed by their chiefs to 
work for him.
